Girl Escapes, 
Killer Hunted

CHICAGO—Eight student nurses were slaughtered 
in their town house dormitory. early today in what 
Coroner Andrew Toman called “the crime of the cen- 
tury.” 
They were killed methodically, one at a time, by 
a blond man during a 21-hour horror orgy. 
Some were strangled, some. shot and some knifed, 
police said. 
They were partially clothed clothed ‘and ‘apparently sexu- 
ually molested. e rooms were looted. 
One of the young women in the dormitory escaped 
after the killer’s departure to tell the story to police.

@ About 12:30 a.m. a young man entered the nurses town- 
house by climbing through a rear window of the first floor.

@ About 6 a.m. when ail became quiet, she came out from 
under the bed, ran into another bedroom. and climbed out-on the 
window ledge, sereaming hysterically. 
| @ Judy Dykton, a student in a nearby townhouse, saw Miss 
Amorao and heard ber screams and ran to notify the house- 
mother in her townhouse. 


@ Miss Dykton and the housemother enter the nurses’ rest-| 


dence and discovered the bodies. 

Two of the victims were, like Miss Amurao, natives of the 
Philippines. The others were American, one a Negro.

Three of the victims were found in each of the two bedrooms 
which had not been-used as a cell by the killer. One was in a 
bathroom on thé second floor of the house and one in the first- 
floor living room. 

Coroner Toman said: “I went inside and found one girl lying| 
downstairs, apparently strangled. There was a strip of cloth| 
around her neck. She was partly clothed. 

“Upstairs, seven other girls were lying in two bedrooms 
and a bathroom. 

“Several of the bodies were sprawled across one another. 
Some of the victims appeared to have been strangled. Some 
were lying. in pools of blood." 

Chief of Detectives Otto Kreuzer said no clues were found. 

“Killers like this seldom heave a calling card,” he said. 

“I pray to God that something will come up in the way of

Can Alter Viet War 


And They're Cautious 


‘THE E ECONOMIST — 


The response from Commu- 
nist countries to the bombings 
of the Hanoi and Haiphong 
area has, so far, proved true 
to the established pattern. 

The Chinese have once 
again proclaimed that they 
are willing to provide North 
Viet Nam with all the aid that 
is needed and wanted even “‘if 
such just action should result 
in American aggression 
against China." 

The Russians, too, promised 
help “‘on the necessary scale,” 
reported popular anger 
throughout the world at ‘‘this 
new act of vandalism” and 
described the American Inde- 
pendence Day as “a Day of 
National Shame.” 

There have been = similar 
indignant protests from other 
Communist capitals. Yet secep- 
tics, and not only hawks, will 


recall thet-such threats—have— 


been heard in the past without 
dire consequences. 


The newspapers, however, 
provide some explanation of 
the contrast between the 


verbal violence and the rela- 
five practical restraint. On 
July 5 the Peking People’s 
Daily asked the Americans, 
“ence you have come from 
the sky and the sea, why 
cannot others go forward on 
the ground?” On the same 
day Pravda reiterated § the 
resolWwe of the Soviet Union to 
helo North Viet Nam ‘‘politi- 
caily, economically and with 
means of defence to repel the 
imperialist attack.” 

In other words, the Comm- 
umst power which cannot 
basically alter the structure of 
the war spoke of an offensive 
response, while the power 
which does have the power-to 
change-the course of the war 
still speaks im terms of a 
defensive counter to the 
American bombing 


If = Chinese should one 
ese “exter words --with 
deeds Non send troops into 
Viet Nain (either straight into 
South Viet Nam or as re 
placements for North Viet- 
namese troops), the American 
command would have a real 
problem, on its hands — and 
the hawks an opportunity to 


strike at Chinese nuclear 
installations — yet the war 
would be altered only 
quantitatively. 

It is in airpower, not 
manpower, that American 
sup riority: Ties. The face_ of 


the war could be radically 
altered by Communist strikes 
against American air bases in 
the south and against Ameri- 
can aircraft. carriers.

Because the Soviet Union 
dione can bring about such a 
qualitative change in the war, 
it has been argued in some 
quarters that the North Viet- 
namese leaders are likely, in 


the long “hur, “to torn to 
Moscow rather than Peking. 
But what is the use. of 


military superiority that is not 
applied, not even diplomatic- 
ally, coupled with a deterrent 
that does not deter? 

Sinee Mr. _Khrushehev's fall, 
his successors have cleverly 
rebuilt their position in the 
international Communist 
movement... by pleading for 
unity in the ‘struggle against 
American imperialism” and 
by accusing the. Chinese of 
breaking this solidarity. This 
policy, however, implies send- 
ing jincreasing aid, both eco- 
nomic and military, to North 
Viet Nam, and increasing 
risks as the stakes continue to 
rier. 

lt is not difficult to gures 
that the Kremlin ie once again 
divided by the fundamental 
conflict over foreign policy 
which has rent the leadership 


in the past. 

On one side are the 
Khrushchevians, who are de- 
termined to minimize the 
risks in distant areas and 
plead that Russia should 


concentrate—on- economic —de--= 
veiopment in Europe in the 
hope that this will eventually 
offer new and less hazardous 
opportunities for progress. 

On the other hand, there are 
the more f evolutionary 
leaders who claim that this 
policy deprives the communist

Obligation to Indians

ge ‘We eve of the federal 
eenitennial year of 1967, the 
Native Indians hold a peculiar 
and contradictory. position in. 
vur Canadian history . and’ 
society. 

Their dubious and unusual 
sor.al, economic, legal, and 
political status may. be traced 
historically from- the begin- 
ning of the European advent 
in North América, through the 
periods af conquest, subjec- 
tion, neglect, and the intro 
duction and establishment .of 
the Indian Reservation 
system. = 

The many government 
treaties, agreements, and 
rezulations, that established 
the Indian reservations, were; 
binding separate, end limited 
in nature, and they only 
contirmed the ‘marginal re- 
lationship which the Indians 
had maintained with the in- 
dustrial and commercial so- 
cieties of the colonial era. In 
other words, these treaties 
and other government, agree- 
ments, including the early 
Indian Acts, were nothing but 
restrictive covenants as they 
relate to the reservations. 

In effect, while the eco- 
nomic change was gradually 
transforming the general so- 
ciaty, 
communities ‘took on the 
appearance of cultural regions 
in which there was economic 
stagnation and social disorder. 
The system severed the con- 
tinuity of the Indians’ tradi- 
tional. economic way of life, 
and indeed, it created a social 
and cultural disruption. 

‘1.0 add to the results of the 
reservation system the rapid 
disruption of the social and 
economic way of life created 
a marked disturbance in the 
intividual lives of the Indians 
because the mounting stresses 
produced much hostile, re- 
sentful, and apathetic reaction” 
to any government policies 
diracted toward development 
of new social ami economic 
foundations for Indians.

Indians of Canada in a 
manner that will enable them 
to become increasingly self- 
supporting and independent 
members of the community. 

Now, then, what do we find 
today? 

Whereas the provincial 
governments had provided 
certain tracts of land through- 
out Canada in trust for the 
use and benefit of the Indians, 
we find that the federal 
government has failed this 
trust. We find also that, on 
the Indian reserve communi- 
ties, the federal government 
plan has not been fulfilled. We 
find that the reservation” 
system still creates a social 
isolation for the Indians. This 
has kept them from needful 
contacts with the outside non- 
Indian communities through 
which there may have been 
mutual benefits. For the 
Indian people in general, 
therefore, there are no so 
cially rewarding goals. 

Geographic reserve separa- 
tions, created by the system, 
still means disorganization 
and disunity in tribal affairs 
for the Indians, both provin- 
cially and federally. From 
this lack of tribal co-operation 
and harmony the Indian 
values remain a conflict to 
the extent it becomes difficult 
for them to accept the white 
man's way of life. 

From my _ own | personal 
views and _ conclusions, I 
charge that the Indiaw reser- 
vation system breeds an in- 
feriority complex and depend- 
ency which destroys the In- 
dians’ initiative.

The gradual departure from 
the reserves has.placed the 
urban Indians Ainder provin- 
cial jurisdiction. The trend is 
the reason why I have adyo- 
cated, in past years and now, 
for provincial jurisdiction of 
all Indian affairs. I visualize, 
too, that this may be en 
important step toward a 
property-guided elimination of 
Indian reserves. 

The two levels of govern- 
ment have adopted the policy 
of the community and

His kind are less numerous 
than they uSed to be, and un- 
less - brought undér a more 
rigorous conservation and pro- 
pagation program than they 
presently enjoy, may not haunt 
our ‘Island east coast streams 
indefinitely. ; 

However, there are still 
enough sea-runs in the tidal 
river reaches, and ih tidewater 
itself, to provide good sport. 


I have stressed the fly as the

But -I am no purist, 
and have taken my share of 
sea-runs with a garden worm 
threaded on a snelled hook-be- 
hind a twinkling spinner. Sling 
this rig out, fish it across the 
brackish flow where stream 
meets salt chuck at low-tide 
change, and your reward may 
be an electrifying tug. 

My father, for-whom heav- 
en's closest approach-to earth- 
was a day on the lower mile 
ef the Oyster, was a worm- 
and- spinner fisherman. He 
worked the water with infinite 
guile and patience, and rarely 
did he jog back to camp with- 
out a trout or two in his 
basket. 

I have caught sea-runs every 
month of the year, but they 
are at their bright, fat best 
from June through to October.

They lie downstream 
of the salmon, which form a 
black mass in the deeps of 
each good holding pool. Even 
in water clear almost’ as air, 
the big ‘eutties of October are 
all but invisible. Then a mouth 
opens lazily, the interior of 
the pugnacious jaws shows 
white, and you glimpse the 
long shadow winhowing above 
the gravel, 

One autumn we followed the 
Oyster around an upstream 
bend or two, and came to a 
run where the stream flowed 
gently through a deep basin. 

In the hole below the en- 
an occasional 
salmon rolled a bronze back 
above-surface. Lower down, 
an ‘alder leaned out over the 
easy flow. 

I bounced a white-winged 
Bucktail Coachman off the op- 
posing cutbank. It sank, and 
swam deep, and as the line 
straightened downstream, a 
sea-run nailed it. He fought 
well, leaping clear of water 
spangled by golden alder 
leaves, and weighed just short 
of two-and-a-half pounds on 
the little scales I carry, op- 
timistically, in my creel, 

We grilled him over a hat- 
sized fire of freshet drift; and 
even eaten unsalted with our 
fingers, he made as fine a 
feast as October can afford,

Girl Escapes, 
Killer Hunted

CHICAGO—Eight student nurses were butchered 
in their town house dormitory early today in what 
Coroner Andrew Toman called “the crime of the cen- 


. tury.” 


They were killed methodically, one at a time, by 
_a blond man during a 24-hour horror orgy. 

Some were strangled, some shot and some knifed, 
police said. 

They were partially clothed.and apparently sexu- 
ually molsted. The rooms were looted. — - 

One of the young women in the dormitory escaped, 
after the killer’s departure to tell the story to police.

Moreover, the sea-run cut- 
throat is rarely. hard to lure, 
once the basic know-how has 
been acquired, and on light 
tackle—by which I mean fly- 
fisherman’s gear—is a lively” 
fighter. 

His kind are less numerous 
than they used to be, and un- 
less brought under a more 
rigorous conservation and pro- 
pagation program than ‘they 
presently enjoy, may not haunt 
our Island east coast streams 
indefinitely. 

However, there are still 
enough sea-runs in the tidal 
river reaches, and in tidewater 
itself, to provide good sport. 


* 


1 have stressed the fly as the 
preferred lure for sea-runs, 
and when these silver-mailed 
rovers are about, shrimp or 
silver-bodied minnow imita- 
tions will usually outfish bait 
or hardware. 

But I am no _ purist, 
and have taken my share of 
cea-runs with a garden worm 
threaded on a snelled hook be- 
hind a twinkling spinner. Sling 
this rig out, fish it across the 
brackish flow where stream 
meets salt chuck at low-tide 
change, and your reward may 
be an electrifying tug. 

My father, for whom heav- 
en's closest approach to earth 
was a day- on the lower mile 
ef the Oyster, was a worn 

-and-.spinner fisherman. He 
worked the water with infinite 
guile and patience, and rarely 
did he jog back to camp with- 
out a trout or two in his 
basket. 

I have caught sea-runs every 
month of the year, but they 
are at their bright, fat best 
from June through to October. 

On July evenings, down 
where the Cowichan slips out 
between ridge and salt-flats to 
its bay. I have watched them 
dimple the surface in quiet 
little_rises. . . 

Drop a floating fly—hair— 
winged yellow Wulf or bréwn- 
and-white bivisible—near . one 
of those unobstrusive dimples, 
and it may vanish in a swash- 
ing swirl. 

Our Island offers no fishing 
so near to the dainty chalk- 
stream” angling of certain 
famed English streams, But 
the sea-runs of October are 
less finicky. 


Salmon are in our rivers 
then; spawn-laden humpbacks 
and perhaps coho, and the sea- 
runs tag along after them, 


* 


They are hungry for drop- 
ped eggs. They lie downstream 
of the salmon, which form a 
black mass in the deeps of 
each good holding pool. Even 
in water clear almost as air, 
the big cutties of October are 
all but invisible. Then a mouth 
epens lazily, the interior of 
the pugnacious jaws shows 
white, and you glimpse the 
long shadow winnowing above 
the gravel. 

One autumn we followed the 
Oyster around an upstream 
bend or. two, and came to a 
run where the stream flowed 
gently through a deep basin. 

In- the hole below the en- 
trance riffle, an occasional 
salmon rolled a bronze back 
above-surface. Lower down, 
an alder-leaned out over the 
easy flow. 

I bouneed a white-winged 
Bucktail. Coachman off the op- 
posing eutbank. It sank, and 
swam deep, and as the line 
straightened downstream, a 
sea-run nailed it. He fought 
well, leaping clear of water 
spangled by golden alder 
leaves, and weighed just short 
of two-and-a-half pounds on 
the little scales I carry, op- 
timistically, in my creel, 

We grilled him over a hat- 
sized fire of freshet drift; and 
even eaten unsalted with our 
fingers, hé made as fine a 
feast as October can afford.

‘And They’ fre Cautious 


THE ECONOMIST as 


The response from Commu- 
nist countries to the bombings 
of the Hanoi and Haiphong 
area -has, so far, proved true 
to the established pattern. 
\The Chinese have once 
again proclaimed that. they - 
are willing to provide North 
Viet Nam with all the aid that 
is needed and wanted even “‘if 
such just action should result 
in American aggression « 
against China.” 

The Russians, too, promised 
help ‘an the necessary scale," 
reported popular anger 
throughout the world at “‘this 
new act of vandalism” and 
described the American Inde- 
pendence Day as ‘a i of 
National Shame."’ 

There have been lit 
indignant protests- from other 
Communist capitals. Yet\ scep- 
tics,and_not_only will 
recall, that such threats have 
been heard in the past without 
dire consequences. 

‘The newspapers, however, 
provide some explanation of 
the contrast befween the 
verbal violence and the rela- 
tive practical restraint. On 
July 5 the Peking People’s 
Daily asked the Americans, 
“smee you have come from 
the sky and the sea, why 
cannot others go forward on 
the ground?” On the same 
day Pravda reiterated the 
resolve of the Soviet Union to 
help North Viet Nam ‘‘politi- 
caily, economically and with 
means of defence to repel the 
imperialist attack.’ 

In other words,. the Comm- 
unst power which cannot 
basically alter the structure of 
the war spoke of an offensive 
response, while the power 
which does have the power to 
change the course of the war 
still ‘speaks in terms of a 
defensive counter to the 
American bombing. 


If the Chinese should one 
day mateh their words with 
deeds and, send troops into 
Viet: Nam (either straight into 
South Viet Nam or as .re 
placements for. North Viet- 
namese froops), the American 
command would have a real 
problem on its hands — and 
the hawks an opportunity to 


strike at Chinese nuclear 
installations — yet the war 
would be altered only 
quantitatively. 

it is im airpower,. not 
manpower, that .American 
sup wiority lies: The face “of

the war could be radically 
altered by Communist strikes 
aguinst American air bases in 
the south and against Ameri- 
can aircraft carriers. Only 
Russia could bring about such 
a qualitative change — but at 
the risk of world war. 

Admittedly; the ~ Russians 
could shift the onus of decis- 
jon on to the Americans by 
sending their pilots-as ‘‘volun- 
teers,” but they would know 
that. the risk of mutual 
nuctear annihilation existed 
from the moment they ~ de- 
cided on such a course of 
&ction.

Because: the Soviet Union 
alone can bring about such a 
qualitative change in the war, 
it has been argued in some 
quarters. that the North Viet- 
namese leaders are tikely;-in 


the long run, to turn to 
Moscow rather than Peking.

offer new and less hazardous 
opportunities for progress.

word of all the best oppor- 
tuuties for making progress 
in the years to come, and 
argue that it will simply 
encourage the American 
government to act toughly 
throughout the world. -

But Must Admire His Mooching

A reader says: “‘Some weeks’ ago I saw

Yes, it is rather unusual to see two cows 
birds being reared by a foster parent. One is

The cowbird is not in high 
favor with most. bird-watgh- 
éts because it victimizes so 
many of our songbirds. 
However, one must admire 
the wonderful way it has 
become adapted: to a para- 
sitic way of life.

On the éve of the federal 
cenienmial year. of 1967, the 
Native Indians hold a peculiar 
and contradictory position in 


vur, Canadian history and 
society. 

Their dubious and unusual 
social, economic, legal, and 


political status may be treced 
historically fromthe’ begin- 


ning of the European advent 


in North America, through the 
periods of conquest, subjec- 
tion, neglect, and the intro- 
duction and establishment. of 
the Indian Reservation 
system, 

The many government 
treaties, agreements,. and 
regulations, that established 
the Intiian reservations, were 
binding separate, and limited 
in nature, and they only 
confirmed the marginal re- 
lationship which the Indians 
bad maintained, with the in- 
dustrial and commercial so- 
cieties of the colonial’ era. In 
other -words, these “ treaties 
and other government agree- 
menty, including the’ early 
Indian Acts, were nothing but 
restrictive covenants as they 
relate to the reservations.— 

tn effect, while the eco- 
nomic change was gradually 
transforming the general so- 
ciety, the Indian reserve 
communities took on the 
appearance of cultural regions 
in which there was economic 
stagnation and social disorder. 
The system severed the con- 
tinusty. of the Indians’ tradi- 
tional, economic way of life, 
and indeed, it created a social 
and cultural disruption. 

‘io add to the results of the 
reservation system the rapid 
disruption of the social and 
economic way of life created 
a marked disturbance in ‘the 
inividual lives of the Indians 
because thé mounting stresses 
produced “much ~ hostile, re- 


sentful, and apathetic reaction 


to any government policies” 
reacted toward development 


of new social and economic 


foundations for Indians. 


Welfare, Health, 


Education, Lands 

The new policies included 
issues of welfare, health, 
education, lands, agriculture, 
forestry, minerals, ete... which 
were administered by the new 
Indian Affairs Branch, and’ 
wich, under the British 
North _ America Act, were 

jurisdictions. Fur- 
ther functions of the branch 
were the management of 
reserves and surrendered 
lands, tribal funds, descent of 
property, treaty obligations, 
emfranchisement of Indians. 
This, then, was definitely an 
administration of wards of the 
feicral government and the 
churches. 

What was the program for 
the Indians, then? The 
primary function of the fed- 
eral government through its 
Indian Affairs Branch was to 
administer—the—affairs—of—the 
Indians of Canada in a 
manner that will enable them 
to become increasingly _ self- 
supporting and independent 
members of the community. 

Now, then, what do we find 
today? 

Whereas the provincial 
governments had _ provided 
certain tracts of land through- 
out Canada in trust for the 
use and benefit of the Indians, 
we. find that the federal 
government has failed this 
We find also that, on 
the Indian reserve communi- 
ties, the federal government 
plan has not been fulfilled. We 
find that the reservation 
system ‘still creates a social 
isolation for the Indians. This 
has kept them from needful 
contacts with the outside non- 
Indian communities through 


which there may have been’ 


mutual benefits. For the 
Indian people in - general, 
therefore, there are no so- 
cially rewarding goals. 

Geographic reserve separa- 
tions, created by the system, 
still means disorganization 
and disunity in tribal affairs 
for the Indians, beth provin 
cially and federally.- From 
this lack of tribal co-operation 
and harmony the Indian 
values remain a conflict to 
the extent it becomes difficult 
for them .to accept the white 
man's. way of life. 

From my own personal 
views and _ conclusions, I 
charge that the Indian reser- 
vation. system breeds an in- 
feriority. complex and depend- 
ency which destroys the In- 
dians’ initiative.

In these thousands 
thousands of © reserves 
Canada, I see 
nothing but sick environ 
ments. From grave disap- 
pointments from the lack of 
government policies and 
sometimes from plain anger, 
from the sight of many 
squalor and poverty  situa- 
tions, I have referred to the 
reserves, both in public and 
on the floor of the B.C. 
Legislature, as -concentration 
camps, colonies within a 
Dominion, and Confederation’s 
Little Aeres. In these ter- 
minologies IT am not alone. 
Other critics have voiced 
the lack of proper housing, 
water supply, sewage disposal 
facilities, medical attention 
and facilities, discrimination 
in welfare, educational and 
vocational training, and many 
others.

War the Indians became very 
conscious of situations within 


their environment and general °

One result of this conscious- 
ness was the Indians’ desire 
to organize into provincial 
units from which they may 
platform their requests for

Another result of this con-

Indian urbanization, which is 
a notiteable frend today both 
in Canada and the United 
States. ; 

However, I would point out 
that one major factor in. this 
trend is the modern Indians’

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Salmon fishing can be 
a wild, exciting game, but 
I like the pursuit of the 
trout better, and best of 
all the angling that offers 
when the sea-run cut- 
throat invade our Island 
streams, 

The sea-vun is a strong and 
excllent fish. His average size, 
as I have en- 
counter 
ed him, is 
about lH 
inches, but a 
three-=-pound- 
er will draw 
._no more than 
‘casual admi- 
* ration, and 
Campbell 
‘River in its 
great. days 
yielded its five and even six- 
pounders to the fly. 

In the pan, the flesh of this 
seu-trading trout is more 
orange than pink. Fry him, 
with a rasher or two of bacon 
for. company, serve him when 
the fillets peel easily from his 
well-behaved, bones, and you 
have fish at its absolute best. 


Moreover, the sea-run cut- 
throat is rarely hard to lure, 
once the basic know-how has 
been acquired, and on light 
tackle—by which I mean fly- 
fisherman’s: gear—is a lively 
fighter. 

His -kind are lessnumerous 
than they used fo be, and ur 
less brought under a more 
rigorous conservation and pro- 
pagation program than they 
presently enjoy, may not haunt 
our Island east coast streams 
indefinitely. 

However, there are _ still 
enough sea-runs in the tidal 
river reaches, and in tidewater 
itself, to provide good_sport. 


* 


I have stressed the fly as the 
preferred lure for sea-runs, 
and when these silver-mailed 
rovers are about, shrimp. or 
silver-bodied minnow imita- 
tions will usually outfish bait 
or hardware. 

But I. am no_ purist, 
and have taken my share of 
sea-runs with a garden worm 
threaded on a snelled hook be- 
hind @ twinkling spinner, Sling 
this rig out, fish it across the 
‘kish flow where stream 
meets salt chuck at low-tide 
change, and your reward may 
be an electrifying tug. 

My father, for whom heav- 
en's closest approach to earth 
was a day en the lower mile 
et the Oyster; was a worm- 
and-spinner fisherman, He 
worked the water with infinite 
guile and patience, and rarely 
did he jog back 'to~camp with- 
out a trout or, two ‘in his 
basket. ae: 

I have caught sea-runs every 
month of the year, but they 
are. at their bright, fat best 
from June through to October. 

On July evenings, -down 
where the Cowichan slips out 
between ridge and salt-flats to 
its-bay,_I have-watched them 
dimple the surface in quiet 
little rises, 

Drop a floating fly—hair— 
winged yellow Wulf or brown- 
and-white bivisible—near one 
of those unobstrusive dimples, 
and it may vanish in a swash- 
ing swirl, 


Our Island offers no fishing 
so near to the dainty chalk- 
stream angling of certain 
famed English streams, But 
the sea-runs of October are 
less finicky. 


Salmon are in our rivers. 
then; spawn-laden humpbacks 
and perhaps coho, and the sea- 
runs tag along after them, 


* 


They are hungry for drop- 
ped eggs. They lie downstream 
of the salmon, which form a 
black mass in the deeps of 
each good holding pool, Even 
in water clear almost as,air, 
the big cutties of October are 
ail but invisible. Then a mouth 
opens lazily, the interior of 
the pugnacious jaws shows 
white, and you glimpse the 
long shadow winnowing above 
the gravel, 

One auturan we followed the 
Oyster around an upstream 
bend or two, and came| to -a 
run where the stream flowed 
gently through a deep basin. 

In the hole below the en- 
trance riffle, an occasional 
salmon rolled a bronze back 
above-surface. Lower down, 
an alder leaned out over the 
easy flow, 

I bounced a white-winged 
bucktail Coachman off the op- 
posing cutbank, It sank, and 
swam deep, and as-the line 
straightened downstream, a 
sea-run nailed it. He fought 
well, leaping clear of water 
spangled by golden alder 
leaves, and weighed just short * 
ot two-and-a-half pounds on 
the little scales I carry, - op- 
timistically, in my creel, 

We grilled him over a hat- 
sized fire of freshet drift; and 
even eaten unsalted with our 
fingers; he made as fine a 
feast as October can afford,
